on the front of their hand held or on their mic. In general, repeaters which make up the system can be operated 
independently or they can be switched onto common communications trunks 
(or party lines). A repeater that is switched onto a trunk line can communicate 
with any other repeater that has been switched onto the same trunk. Right 
now there are three trunks which may be connected to each other. To 
establish the various repeater link connections, users of the system must 
send commands to an Intertie controller commanding one or more repeaters 
to be added or dropped from the Intertie.
